Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

John Leslie's The Voyeur # 8 Live in Europe Part 2 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains a large number of photographs depicting sexual activity in an explicit 
manner or depicting nudity in the form of women posing for the camera in a sexually provocative 
manner. The slick presents women in a very degrading and demeaning manner. There is an intense 
focus in many of the photographs on women’s body parts and on women engaging in sexual activity 
with anonymous penises. In three photographs, women’s genitalia has been obscured by circular or 
oval shapes apparently drawn by a black marker pen. This method of obscuring the genitalia draws 
attention to the genitalia and effectively presents the women as having gaping vaginas. In most of 
the photographs, women stare directly at the camera in a provocative manner, even if they are 
engaging in sexual activity. The overall effect of the large number of photographs presented in this 
manner is that women are put on display as being readily sexually available to anyone. Such a 
representation of women is considered to be highly degrading and demeaning to the women 
presented, as well as to women in general. 

Although the photographs tend to be small, the sheer volume of degrading and demeaning images 
has such a high impact that it is likely that if the video slick was submitted under si3(1) of the 
Films,Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, it would be classified as objectionable. In 
accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a), the video slick is not approved. 

Given the degrading and demeaning depictions, it is considered that not approving the video slick is 
a reasonable and justified limitation on the freedom expressed in sl4 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990.
